UNBROKEN RECORD OF LYING. 


Jackson Made Another Confession“ 
to Save Walling, but Gov. Brad- 
ley Refused to Interfere. 


NEWPORT, Ky., March ®.—Scott Jack- 
son and Alonzo M. Walling, the murderers 
of Pearl Bryan, were hanged together from 
the double trap at 11:41. 

After the death warrant was read 
71:32 beth declared their innocence. 

The crowds cheered loudly when the sig- 
nal of the black flag went up. 

The prisoners both stood with bowed 
heads, while the attending clergyman 
was saying the prayer. Wallins's eyes 
were closed in prayer.

Sheriff Plummer 
called in Walling's attorney and they wired 
Gov. Bradley. Jackson: broke down com- 
pletely just as the march -to the gallows was 
ordered to start and wept Hke a child as he 
cried out that Walling was not guilty. 

The crowd outside of the jail was kept 
fully advised and became very impatient. as 
the confession was generally cons'dered an- 
other dodge to gain more time for Jackson, 
as well as a respite for Walling. 

Walling dropped a note from the jail 
window to the newspaper men, saying, 
‘Jackson hag freed me. 

At 9 o’clock this morning telegrams were 
being received here asking if the Governor 
would do anyting if Jackson told the re- 
mainder of the truth.“ His answer to the 
receiver of the telegrams was that he would 
believe nothing that Jackson or Walling 
would say now. The truth is that v. 
Bradley believed while he talked that the 
men were already dead. He and Sheriff 
Plummer had a private understanding that 
the hanging was not to be at noon, as 
publicly announced, but as soon after day- 
light as possible in order to avoid the mob 
and crowd that would come later. 

At 10:30 a. m.. Sheriff Plummer received a 
message from Gov. Bradley saying that he 
had a telegram purporting to come. from 
him (Plummer) stating that Jackson had 
stated that Walling was not guilty. The 
Governor said: Proceed with the execu- 
tion and if Jackson makes a statement on 
the gallows to that effect you may suspend 
Walling’s execution until further directions

Report Comes From Servia of a Bloody 
Fight on the Thessalian 
‘Frontier. 


ATHENS, March 20.—It is rumored * 
that Russia is urging Turkey to attack 
Greece, offering financial assistance to th 
Porte if this is done. Russia believes tha 
the first battle would defeat the Greeks and 
Russia then could call off the Turks and 
propose terms that Greece would be bound 
to accept. 

The Turks are rapidly constructing fortifi- 
cations on the Turkish side of the Gulf of 
Arta. This is in direct violation of the 
provisions of the treaty of Berlin. Greece 
has protested to the Powers and great in- 
dignation is felt that the Powers should 
stand supinely by and see hoi. | violate 
the Berlin treaty, but the impression grows 
that to gain their own ends the Christian 
nations of Europe will submit to anything 
in their support of the Turks. 

In reply to the protest of the Greek Gov- 


ernment. against the sinking of the Greek 
vessel by an Austrian gunboat off the coast 
of Crete, the Austrian Charge d' Affaires has

boat. ‘Thereupon the Greek Government 
consented to await the result of the inquiries 
which are being made into the affair.

Talk of an Extra Session Revived, but 
the Governor Has Not Ex- 
pressed Himself.

JEFFERSON. CITY, Mo., March 20.— 
Among the many good bille that the Senate 
is allowing to die for lack of attention, ts 
the Ward bin to tax franchises as they 
should be taxed.

No time was 
lost in transmitting it to the Senate, but 
that was the end of it. There it was referred 
to the Committee on Ways and Means, and 
there it is growing musty with age. To 
State the case tersely and truthfully, the 
franchise bill has gone the way of numerous 
other good measures that have been sent to 


the Missouri State Sehdte—not only dur- 
ing this session, but at every meeting of 
the General Assembly for the past decade. 

Mr. Ward stated to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent last night that he had no further 
hope at this late date of getting his bill 
through. The 8 eleventh hour has 
arrived, and there will be but little more 
legislation enacted. The session has now 
narrowed down to hours instead of days 
and the end is near. 

The action of the Senate in killing such 
bills as the Ward franchise bill and the 
Ward bill to increase the State license on 
saloons, at a time when the revenue is in 
such critical condition, is the subject of 
much criticism among the members of the 
House who worked so industriously to get 
this class of legislation through the House. 
The Senate is responsible for the present 
situation, although it is but justice to say 
that some of the Senators are not deserv- 
ing of blame. 

That the revenue. ig in a condition to 
excite anxiety, there is no doubt. Speaker 
Farris says he is at a loss to know how all 
of the State demands are to be met. The 
Speaker is not given to criticism, yet he 
does not hesitate to express his opinion 
on public matters, and he frankly says 
that the Senate should have passed some 
of the revenue measures sent over to that 
body by the House.

Cleansing Goods Before Dyeing. 

All goods must be perfectly clean. before 
they ere dyed.

Vessels for Dyeing. 


Dye bright colors in granite, tin, earthen 
or enameled vessels; dark colors in the 
same or in copper or brags. An agate, gran- 
ite, or porcelain-lined vessel is the best for 
all colors. It should be large enough to al- 
low the goods to be worked easily, and 
without crowding. Be sure that the vessels 
are perfectly clean.

\ Drying the Goods. 

When coats, vests or dresses have been 
colored without ripping, the best way to ary 
them is to put one_end of a bow-sha 
stick, about 3 feet long into each sleeve, 
and hang to a clothes line by a string or 
hook at the center of the stick. To dr 
trousers, tie a string to a button on eac 
side, and tie these strings to a clothes line 
at such a distance apart that the trousers 
will hang perfec straight. 

To dry shawls, dresses, draperies, cover- 
ings, etc., hang them across the line with 
the wrong side in, as the line is lable to 
leave a mark upon the colors. 


Water for Dyeing. 

Success in dyeing depends upon the ma- 
terials used. For dyestuffs use Diamond 
Dyes, and always with soft water, in order 
to be sure of good results. Fresh, clean 
snow or rain water is best. Hard water 
can be made fit for dyeing by bofling one- 
half ounce of Castile or white soap in two 
gallons of water and skimming off the lime 
soap that will rise to the top as scum. This 
softens the water. 

In dark colors do not use an excess of 
water, as it makes it more difficult to get 
the color and wastes the dye. 


Discharging Old Colors, 


For many colors all that is neces is to 
boil them in soap-suds (being careful it is 
not strong enough to injure the goods, as 
strong soap softens wool) until all the color 
is out that will come out, and then rinse 
thoroughly in several clean -waters. Dark 
log wood colors can be best discharged by a 
solution of oxalic acid, two ounces to the 
gallon. Soak the goods in this for two 
hours, and then rinse. 

The best means of discharging old colors 
is by the use of bleaching liquid made as 
follows: Dissolve one-fourth pound of 
chloride of lime in one pint of water and 
one-fourth pound of bicarbonate of soda in 
another pint of water. then mix the two 
liquids and let stand a short time; finally 
strain through a cloth and put the clear 
liquid in a bottle or jar. 

To use this liquid to discharge colors take 
enough hot water to cover the g s, wet 
them thoroughly, and take out, then add a 

ortion of the bleaching liquid, and put 
ack the goods and work them thoroughly 
in the water ten or twenty minutes, adding 
more of the bleaching liquid if necessary. 
Finally rinse very thoroughly in several 
waters, as all the bleach must be taken out 
before you can get a good color.

The strength shown by Mr. Lee Meri- 
wether at Friday's primaries was & sur- 
prise to friends and opponents alike.

Mr. Meriwether was greatly assisted in 
his canvass by the unfair methods of op- 
position adopted by the Republic—the 
opposition of the Republic is always help- 
ful to a Democratic candidate—but his 
strength was affirmative and not merely 
negative.

If the street car managers and their 
allied corporate interests are wise, they 
will study this vote carefully and profit 
by the lesson it teaches. It is a vote that 
will grow. Four years hence there will 
be thousands more voters in St. Louis in 
favor of the Meriwether platform than 
there are now. In fact, there will be 
enough to sweep the city. The only 
thing that can prevent this will be for the 
street car companies to abandon their 
greedy and lawless policy, pay their fair 
share of the public taxes, stop grabbing 
for franchises for which they intend to 
pay nothing, and stop filling the House

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| JAPAN AND THE GOLD STANDARD 


Mr. S. S. Merrill writes to the Post-Dis- 
patch asking why Japan, which, in the 
last campaign, was held up by the gold 
orators and press as a growing and pow- 
erful commercial nation, threatening to 
supplant us in our own markets, should 
have changed a financial policy so con- 
ducive to her own interests. Mr. Merrill 
points out that when Japan’s commercial 
progress and power were thus recognized, 
she was on a silver basis. He fails to see 
why she should abandon the silver policy, 
under which she made all her advance- 
ment, to try the gold experiment. 

The Post-Dispatch has already said, in 
discussing Japan's new attitude, that the 
action of the United States in surrender- 
ing to the gold power last year, doubt- 
less had much to do with bringing it 
about. This country was in a position to 
force international bimetallism or to 
strengthen the hands of the gold con- 
spirators. We could have emancipated 
the world from the tyranny of the money 
lords. We chose, rather, to fasten their 
chains upon mankind. 

Japan is not strong enough, as we are, 
to take the initiative in the restoration 
of the world’s commercial freedom. All 
of our unequaled development and prog- 
ress came as results of our bimetallic 
policy. We abandoned that policy at the 
dictation of London and Néw York. We 
are now, as we have been for several 
years past, suffering the legitimate re- 
sults of that course. 

Chili, to whose present deplorable con- 
dition we have heretofore’ referred, 
abandoned a financial policy under which 
she had attained to remarkable prosper- 
ity and national glory and adopted the 
gold standard. Her present condition is’ 
much worse than our own only because 
of her comparative weakness. 

There can be no doubt that Japan would 
lose, under the gold standard, all she has 
gained under a wiser policy. Late dis- 
patches, however, indicate that there is 
a wide-spread revolt there against the 
adoption of the gold recommendation of 
the National Commission. The legisla- 
tive body, which is soon to meet, will 
probably reject the Commission’s con- 
clusions. If so, Japanese intelligence 
will have another, and a striking, testi- 
monial. A lesson from the far East 
might serve to enlighten us even more 
than the one prosperous Mexico is giving 
us at our doors.

From the New York Journal. 

News reaches us from Chicago that, fol- 

lowing the example of other manufacturing 
industries, the steel car wheel companies 
of the country are now negotiating a com- 
bination to control prices and distribute 
their output. Six of the most prominent 
American companies have already reached 
an agreement, and they are besieging the 
three of most importance left to join hands 
with them in this attempt to control a 
vast interest. f 
A conservative estimate of the cost of car 
wheels annually used in‘this country, aside 
from street car lines, would be $60,000,000. 
Of this amount $20,000,000 would probably 
be represented by the steel car wheel m- 
terest. Adding to this $5,000,000, which may 
be credited to the tramway system, we 
have an approximate output of $25,000,000 
in steel car wheels. The only foreign rival 
of the American manufacturers is Krupp, 
and the report of the projected enterprise 
mentions him as one of the syndicate. The 
duty on car wheels, steel tires and billets, 
from which steel tires are rolled, remains 
practically the same as in the McKinley 
bill, and somewhat greater than the rate 
of the Wilson bill. Should the Car Wheel 
Trust fully materialize it will control pretty 
effectually the whole steel car wheel busi- 
ness. It may be added that the railroads 
do not look with favor on such an outlook 
of a very important branch of railway sup- 
plies. 
This project is but one of many which 
will promptly take shape in case the Mo- 
Kinley bill passes Congress, as seems now 
a pretty sure prospect, in spite of the bitter 
dissatisfaction of hosts of conservative Re- 
publicans. On its rich soll these evils will 
spring profusely. It is the in rable re- 
sult of this kind of legislation t it not 
only injures the interests of trade and man- 
ufactures per se, but that it creates the 
conditions which make a great crop of 
other commercial ills inevitable.

States Government, is said to have orig- 
inated as follows: Samuel Wilson, com- 
monly — “Uncle Sam,“ was a Govern- 
ment inspector of eef and pork at Troy, N. 

A contractor named Elbert 
Anderson purchased a quantity of provis- 
ions and the barrels were marked E. X.,“ 
Anderson’s initials, and U. S.,“ for the 
United States. The latter initials were not 
familiar to Wilson’s workingmen, who in- 
quirei what they meant. A facetious fel- 
low answered, “I don’t know, unless they 
mean Uncle Sam.“ A vast amount of 
property afterward passed through Wilson's 
hands marked in the same manner, and he 
was often joked upon the extent of his pos- 
sessions. The joke spread through all the 
departments of the Government, and before 
long the United States was popularly re- 
ferred to as Uncle Sam.“

GOV. BRADLEY’S DECISION. 


Reasons Why He Refused to Respite 
the Prisoners. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., March 2.—Gov. 
Bradley refused last evening to respite 
Jackson and Walling, giving his reasons in 


full for his course. After reviewing the 
confessions and showing their incon- 
sistencies and contradictions, he concludes: 

These men have not only trifled with hu- 
man life, but have trifled with the courts, 
tried with the executive and set at de- 
flance the laws of God and man. If it be 
established that one criminal, after such 
conduct as this, can, by a mere pretended 
confession, obtain a respite, then every 
other is entitled to like treatment, and this 
would result in frustrating justice and 
bringing the execution of the laws into con- 
tempt. The wounded hand of Pearl Bryan 
solemnly and surely ints to the fact that 
she was not dead when beheaded. 

That wound could have deen inflicted 
when, during the terrible agony of her de- 
capitation, she raised it in order to ward 
off the cruel knife. 

Dr. Wagner is in the asylum, and is the 
man of all others by reason of his condi- 
tion at whose door the defendants would 
most naturally lay this terrible crime. 

To grant a respite in order that the de- 
fendants might be used as witnesses to 
2322 his cenviction would result in a 

elay of at least a year, as experience in 
the trial of defendants has demonstrated. 
In view of the various conflicts in defend- 
ants’ statements, no jury would, or could, 
believe any statement that either of them 
might make, and consequently Wagner 
would not be convieted. 

Such delay could result in no good, and 
would only add fuel to the flames and fur- 
nish a further incentive to mob violence 
in this State. 

The cla that Walling was under the 
influente of Jackson, and, therefore, de- 
serves clemency, can not be considered. He 
shows himself the willing and ready as- 
sistant. Each of them has clearly ex- 
hibited a reckless disregard for human life. 
Their confessions, taken in connection with 
the facts and circumstances proven in the 
case, show that they committed an atro- 
cious crime. Life is precious to them, but 
no more so than it was to their victim. 

Their poor mothers are entitled to sym- 
pathy, but no more than the mother of 

earl Bryan. The law has been set at dc- 
fiance, and the fair name of Kentucky 
stained with another bloody murder. 
Twelve men have passed upon the guilt of 
each. The Circuit Judge and Appellate 
Judges have affirmed their action. 

My oath is that “I will see that the laws 
are yin A executed.“ 

The jury fixed the penalty; I have a plain 
duty to perform. It dis not my province to 
make laws, but to enforce them; neither 
is it my province to fix e death penalty, 
nor is it proper that I should intervene.to 
prevent its infliction, when the law and 
the evidence authorize it.
